With the American Army in France, 
May 27—The activities of the Ameri­ 
can air squadron operating in the sec­ 
tor north-west of Toul seem to have 
had results even more effective than 
was anticipated. When it first began 
its work there were between thirty 
and fifty summonses to activity com­ 
ing in to our aviators daily. 
Grad­ 
ually the number of calls has dwin­ 
dled until for .several days the ave­ 
rage has been only two a day. 
From a strictly technical, military 
standpoint 
the 
operations 
of 
the 
American airmen have two objects. 
The first is to kill off the opposing 
airmen, while the second is to keep 
the enemy from flying his machines 
on the American side of the line and 
thus preventing him 
from 
taking 
photographs, regulating artillery fire, 
or in any way securing information. 
The American airmen have done much 
toward accomplishing both objects. 
The records show that 
the 
new 
squadron has already taken a credit­ 
able toll of enemy pilots and observ­ 
ers, while for a German airplane to 
come over the American lines now is 
a rare occurrence. 
This 
situation 
contrasts sharply 
with that 
which 
prevailed when these aviators first 
started operating. 
It was a rare oc­ 
casion then when one or more* enemy 
airplanes was not circling over or be­ 
hind the American lines, operating 
with almost complete freedom. 
Moreover, according to information 
obtained from a German officer avia­ 
tor brought down within the last few 
days, the fear of the American avia­ 
tors has been instilled into the Ger­ 
man flying corps. This prisoner fur­ 
nished the information that the line 
from St. Mihiel to Pont-a-Mousson, 
within which the American airmen 
are operating, 
had come 
to be re­ 
garded as a dangerous place for Ger­ 
man pilots.

says he is going to present the Bible 
to the United .States as soon as he is 
discharged from the hospital.

Washington.—The sheep industry in 
the United States must either adjust 
Itself to the changed economic con­ 
ditions of this day or continue the 
decline which has been its portion In 
years push 
Such is the conclusion 
reached in a report Issued by the sheep 
and wool industry by the committee 
on statistics and standards of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. 
The principal remedies suggested in 
the report to arrest the present steady 
decline in our production of sheep 
are, first, the use for sheep grazing of 
the agriculturally worthless and cheap 
cut-over timber lands of the North, 
Northwest and South; second, the 
more general and systematic raising 
of sheep on farms, where sheep rais­ 
ing hus been hitherto neglected large­ 
ly because of frontier competition; 
and third, continued use of the great 
ranges of the West to their full capac­ 
ity. It can be done. It is a question 
of education. 
In 1900 we had in the United States 
JIO sheep per capita, in 1917, Hie fig* 
ure dropped to .40 per cupitu. In 1890 
w*e produced 4.29 pounds of wool per 
capita. In 1917 only 2.72 pounds per 
capita. 
We import now 50 per cent of our 
wool consumption. We ought to pro­ 
duce that at home ;*and we con lf we 
will. 
Sheep Increase rapidly—from 50 to 
IOO per cent annually as compared 
with the number of ewes. 
There is every reason, in the opin­ 
ion of the committees, why, for the 
sake of our economic welfare uud in­ 
dependence, we Should act on the fact 
that we eau raise enough shoe* if wb 
will, and reap advantage and profit 
in so doing.

Five young people, 
residents

nPar McSherrystown, were injured 
Sunday morning about 1:20 o’clock, 
when an automobile in which they 
were riding turned turtle on the Lin­ 
coln Highway, below Thomasville. 


All were pinned underneath the ma­ 
chine, which had as 
its 
occupants 
Charles Aurentz, 
Stella Hildebrand, 
Blanche Hildebrand,

and a married sister of Miss Bunty. 
Aurentz and Miss Blanche Hildebrand 
were the most seriously injured, while

The autoists were homeward bound 
from Lancaster, where they had visit­ 
ed Saturday, when the accident occur­ 
red.

Taxes are always heavy—to the man 
who hun to pay them—but taxes in 
some communities are much higher 
than In others. 
If you have ever 
stopped to Investigate the m atter you 
have discovered that the lowest taxes 
are found In the most prosperous com­ 
munities. 
And there’s a reason. 
The prosperous community has the 
lowest taxes because there is a large 
amount of wealth In the community 
nguinst which the taxes may bo as­ 
sessed. 
There are prosperous mer­ 
chants with large stocks of goods up­ 
on which taxes are levied. 
Property 
values are high and there are thriving 
Industries which pay a large propor­ 
tion of the taxes. 
The higher the property values and 
the greater the wealth of the commu­ 
nity the lower are the tux levies, for a 
lower tax od each hundred dollars of 
valuation is required to produce the 
necessary revenue for the administra­ 
tion of the city and county govern­ 
ments. 
Other Taxes Are Raised. 
On the other hand, take a dead town. 
Property values are low. 
Merchants’ 
stocks are small and they have little 


I counties which contain one or more 
thriving towns, a large proportion of 
1 the taxes for the county are paid by 
the towns. The greater the wealth 
of the towns aud the higher the prop- 
I erty valuations, the lower the tax levy 
for the entire county. 
When the tax 
j levy is low the burden placed upon the 
farm er Is light. 
Burden Falla on Firmer. 
When the county contains no pros­ 
perous and wealthy towns, the greater 
part of the burden of taxation for the 
county fulls upon the farmer. The 
; value of the farmer’s property does not 
fall in proportion to the value of the 
: property In the towu and the higher 
tax levy that rem its from the lower 
property values in the towns makes 
his tuxes higher. 
The farmer forgets at times that he 
is vitally interested in the prosperity 
of “lits town." Ile thinks that it is up 
to the town to tuke care of itself and 
that it is up to bim to take care of 
himself and he overlooks thst fact that 
the prosperity of the town means as 
much to him as It does to those who 
live In it. The farmer who is Inclined 
to overlook fids fact has only to think 
of the m atter of taxes aud he is likely 
to change bls point of view for taxes
